In  the  first  place  let  me  state  by  way  of  intro- 
duction that  Cummins  was  a  student — that  is,  he 
attended  the  Susanville  High  School.

Of  course  he  was  ridiculed,  but  ridicule 
seemed  to  have  no  effect  on  Cummins.  Perhaps 
it  was  because  he  was  used  to  it.  Perhaps  he  was 
too  goodnatured  to  mind  it.  At  any  rate  he  never 
resented  it.  Even  the  most  impudent  "sub 
scrub"  might  and  did  jeer  him  with  perfect  im- 
punity. Cummins  would  only  hang  his  head,  grin 
in  his  sheepish  fashion,  and  shuffle  on. 

In  the  recitation  room  Cummins  certainly  did 
not  shine.  Indeed,  in  this  direction,  he  made  no 
pretensions  whatever.  The  most  simple  question 
confused  and  bewildered  him  and  his  ludicrous 
blunders  always  set  certain  of  the  young  ladies 
to  giggling;  whereupon,  the  poor  fellow,  hearing 
the  suppressed  titters,  blundered  more  wildly 
than  ever  and  the  giggling  speedily  became 
smothered  shrieks  of  laughter. 

But  there  is  no  need  of  going  into  particulars 
any  further  and  showing  up  more  of  poor  Cum- 
mins' follies  and  defects,  of  which  heaven  knows 
we  all  have  enough.  Suffice  to  say,  that  the  hero 
of  this  narrative  was  only  a  big,  gawky,  over- 
grown young  fellow,  rather  foolish  and  very 
stupid.

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county.  It  was  a  large,  two-story  wooden  struc- 
ture built  more  than  twenty  years  before.  A  long 
hallway  extended  through  the  middle  portion  of 
the  lower  story,  with  numerous  smaller  corridors 
opening  from  the  main  one  and  leading  to  the 
recitation  rooms.  In  the  upper  story,  which  had 
served  as  the  court  room,  two  narrow  passages 
had  been  built,  one  running  along  each  side  of  the 
building,  with  the  class-room  doors  opening 
directly  into  them.

The  school  board  always 
listened  patiently  to  his  remarks  and  then  politely 
informed  him  that  they  deplored  the  conditions 
which  the  principal  had  mentioned  as  much  as 
he  did,  but  unfortunately,  in  view  of  the  existing 
hard  times,  the  town  could  not  afford  the  expense 
of  a  new  building;  that  in  the  near  future  they 
hoped  to  secure  better  accommodations,  but 
meanwhile  he  would  have  to  put  up  with  the  old 
quarters  and  make  the  best  of  it.

I  believe  we  can  empty  the  building  in 
plenty  of  time,  but  if  you  lose  your  wits  and  stam- 
pede like  a  herd  of  frightened  cattle,  some  of  the 
weaker  ones  will  be  trampled  under  foot  and 
either  be  killed  outright  or  left  to  perish  in  the 
flames.  Keep  cool.  Don't  hurry.  And  I  want 
the  larger  boys  to  take  it  upon  themselves  to  see 
that  nobody  enters  that  cellar  passage  for  they 
would  never  be  able  to  find  their  way  out  and 
would  perish  like  rats  in  a  trap."

But  when  the  class-room 
doors  were  thrown  open,  the  strong  smell  of 
smoke  at  once  became  apparent.  There  was  a 
low  murmur  of  alarm,  the  word  fire  passed  from 
lip  to  lip,  faces  turned  pale,  books  were  quickly 
thrown  aside  and  the  pupils  streamed  hastily  out 
into  the  hallawys.  What  wonder  that  amid  the 
general  confusion  no  one  remembered  the  cellar 
passage,  not  even  the  principal  himself.  No  one 
one  did,  I  say?  Yes,  one  remembered  and  he  the 
one  who  of  all  the  school  would  have  been 
deemed  the  first  to  forget. 

The  class-rooms  were  emptied  rapidly  and  in 
fairly  good  order.  But  in  the  narrow  halls  pro- 
gress was  necessarily  slow.  The  air  grew  dark 
with  smoke  and  the  pupils,  excited  and  terrified, 
began  to  push  and  crowd  in  an  effort  to  escape 
from  what  seemed  certain  death.  Suddenly,  from 
somewhere  in  the  main  hallway  came  the  sound 
of  the  High  School  yell.  The  powerful  voice 
rose  clear  and  distinct  above  the  noise  of  the 
trampling  feet  and  the  excited  clamor.  Everyone 
recognized  that  voice.  No  one  but  Cummins 
could  possibly  have  made  himself  heard  above 
the  deafening  clatter.  The  crowd  at  once  grew 
calmer.

Other  voices  took 
up  the  refrain  until,  as  the  pupils  reached  the 
main  hall  way  it  had  become  a  mighty  chorus 
that  echoed  and  vibrated  through  the  smoke- 
filled  corridors  and  was  heard  even  far  out  upon 
the  street. 

Outside,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher?, 
the  pupils  assembled  at  a  safe  distance  from  the 
burning  building,  the  rear  portion  of  which  was 
already  ablaze.  Writhing  tongues  of  flame  darted 
from  the  windows  and  leaping  thence  to  the  roof 
eagerly  licked  up  the  moss  and  bit  great  holes 
in  the  dry  shingles.

He  did  not  seem  to  hear  when  the  great 
building  collapsed  with  a  crash  into  a  pile  of 
blazing  ruins.  His  eyes  were  fixed  on  the  blue 
expanse  of  the  heavens  and  had  a  faraway  misty 
look,  as  if  he  saw  something  beyond  the  cloudless 
autumn  sky  which  the  others  could  not  see. 
Finally,  however,  he  stirred  uneasily  and  his  lips 
moved  as  though  he  was  endeavoring  to  speak. 
The  principal  bent  down  his  head  to  listen. 
"Did  they  all  get  out?  I  tried  to  do  my  best, 
sir,"  came  faintly  from  between  the  white  lips. 
'God  bless,  you,  my  boy,  you  did  nobly,"  was  all 
the  principal  could  manage  to  say.
